







BIG BATTLESHIPS SPEARHEAD BRITAIN'S SEA MIGHT 



DISCHARGING both her torpedoes simultaneously, this Royal Navy motor torpedo 
boat cuts through the woter at high speed during a coastal attack. These boats 
are important on close-in coastal work, having speed ond hitting power to spare. 




MINE SWEEPING in the coastal waters surround¬ 
ing Great Britain has been an, important port of the 
navy's work. Here on "cropesa" float, essential in 
mine sweeping, is being dropped over a ship's side. 


A DEAFENING SALVO from the guns of H.M.S. Duke of York covers the battleship 
with dense clouds of powcter smoke. The guns are not only effective against enemy 
warships, but can relentlessly pound shore batteries and coastal communications. 




A BRITISH' MIDGET submarine like this with o two-man crew did effective work 
against the German bottleship Von Tirpitz in a Norwegian fiord. It was crippled 
and later sunk by planes. The Jop two-man subs at Pearl Harbor did no damage. 


VIGILANCE is the price of safety at sea. A look¬ 
out in the crow's nest keeps constant watch for subs, 
enemy oircroft, flooting mines ond wreckage. Over¬ 
head here in the Thames estuary is a bolloon barrage. 
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GIANTS LIKE THESE constitute Britoin's chief claim 
to naval supremacy. This is the 35,(XX)-ton Duke 
of York which corried Oiurchill to the States in Dec., 
1941, just after the outbreak of war with Japan. The 
ship is 745 fe«t in overall length and corries a crew 
of 1,500 men. Its main ormament is ten 14-inch guns. 


THIS POMPOM battery is oil set for action ogainst any hcKtile planes that may 
attempt to bomb the worship. The crew consists of morines who sp)eciQlize in 
gunnery as well os loading operations. They're weoring asbestos masks and gloves. 


BIG BATTLESHIPS monopolize attention but they connot do without such protect¬ 
ing croft as destroyers, of which Britain has a large number including those secured 
by lend-lease from the U.S. Here's one of the latest of these British warships. 


THE PACIFIC WAR has proved the enormous value of the plane carriers that did 
so much damage recently to the Jops ot Leyte. That signaller who waves in a Hell 
Cat to the deck of o British escort carrier, H.M.S. Ravager, is called o "batsman." 


THE ROYAL NAVY is preparing for battle with Japan 
ond already carriers hove bomb^ Sumatra oil plants. 
This cruiser has its AA guns ready for emergencies. 
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RAKING IN OYSTERS IN MALPEQUE BAY 


THAT'S A "SPAT" collector. Spots ore pinhead 
size oyster spawn. Collected on these frames they ore 
anchored to the bottom, and grow as big as saucers. 



OYSTERMEN ore invoriably fond of oysters and think nothing of six dozen at a 
sitting. Fred England of Ellerslie Downs, Prince Edward Island, downs a luscious 
Malpeque that he has impaled on his oyster knife. It goes straight from shell to 
consumer. It is generally admitted that Malpeque bay, into which the cold Labra¬ 
dor current flows, produces Canada's best oysters; some say the world's finest. 


THERE'S MORE to oyster farming than just gather¬ 
ing them. Gear such as boats and rakes need atten¬ 
tion. Joachim Des Roche of Miscouche mokes repairs. 



HERE'S A BARRELFUL coming ashore. They ore dredged from the bottom in water 
six to 25 feet deep ond the deeper the water the better the oyster. There's a lot 
of weight in one of these barrels and to fill four of them is considered o good 
day's work for o first-class man. The oystermen are farmers, too. Their oyster 
potch—usually two or three acres in undersea area—is leased from the government. 


ONE 170-POUND barrel of the finest Malpeques is 
worth $20. Oysters ore vocally inactive but as pump¬ 
ing stotions they're far from inert. Each oyster pumps 
25 gallons of water through itself in a day. That's how 
it gets food. Malpeque boy is on P.E. I.'s north shore. 
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WISE OYSTER formers look ahead. Even while gothertng this yeor's crop they 
provide for a horvest years from now. They're letting down troys of "spats" which 
will be marketable oysters in two years and of mature size in about five yeors. 




THIS VETERAN oyster man, Fred England, puts young 
oysters in frames thot, sunk to the bottom, will give 
protection. He breoks shells opart if grown together. 



MEN HAVE NO monopoly of this oyster game. This Miscouche woman, Mrs. F. 
Goudet, took over her late husbond's oyster leases and works them herself since 
her three sons in uniform ore not able to give a helping hand at harvest time.

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O N THE farthest north 
and remotest point on 
PrirKe Edword Islond, North 
Cope, a pretty 17-year-old 
girl, Betty Morrissey, tends 
the dominion government's 
morine lighthouse. The light 
serves ocean traffic in the 
Gulf of St. Lawrence, and is 
o guiding light for planes. 
Betty first started helping 
ot the light when she was 
15, and recently took charge 
when her older sister, Lil¬ 
lian, fell ill. Living close 
to the sea (so close thot 
stormy seas breok over the 
light itself!) has not made 
Betty love it. She doesn't 
like to swim or boat, gets 
sick on fishing trips. The 
largest town Betty has ever 
seen is Alberton, 1,500 per¬ 
sons. Most of her time is 
spent ot the 83-year-old 
light, which used to be en¬ 
circled by six ocres of land, 
but is now 50 feet from the 
angry seo. Often she knocks 
off, and goes to see her idol, 
Bing Crosby, in a movie, 
or to dance. She is seen at 
TOP RIGHT peering sea¬ 
wards from the lookout plat¬ 
form, olways on the olert for 
any planes lost in the seo, 
for strange lights or Axis 
subs thot may hova evaded 
coastal rador stotions. In 
the photo, just below, our 
sharp- eyed lighthouse lassie 
mokes her regular report to 
Charlottetown headquarters 
on occurrences ot sea and 
her meteorological report. 


REFLECTORS for the light hove to be polished every day so that the beam will be 
cost os far across the gulf as possible. Despite the fact thot Betty Morrissey, above, 
depends on the happenings at sea for her livelihood, she has never had any love for it. 


IN CASE a downed airman or shipwrecked soilors ore close enough to the shore sur¬ 
rounding the North Cope lighthouse, built before Confederation, this dory is kept 
ready When such emergencies arise, Betty speedily forgets her aversion to boating. 
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IT'S A WET TRIP from the lighthouse to the life-saving dory which is kept ready 
for any err>ergency. but Miss Morrissey is well protected with her rubber boots 
and glistening rubber coat and hat. Fifth Avenue styles hove no place in this 
young Conadian's work doy. The rope helps greatly in climbing the rugged shore. 



BETTY'S on excellent housekeeper, too, and con 
whip up o delicious batch of biscuits or pies when¬ 
ever she's off duty. Above she is seen climbing the 
long stairway in the lighthouse to inspect the lamp. 



IN A GALE, the wild north wind makes it impossible 


for Betty to walk from the cottage to the light¬ 
house without hanging on to a stout rope. Here, 
with a lantern over her arm, she battles the high 
wind and lashing spray to cover the short distance 
between home and "office." It's 0 rugged life.
